The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the interview rather than with the next official communication.

- Name of examiner

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary.

Examiner Ragonese wanted to 
cancel these claims (which were withdrawn with traverse) via an examiner's amendment if the case was in condition for 
allowance. However, upon further consideration of the claim amendments and in light of the Information Disclosure 
Statement filed on 27 October 2005, Examiner Ragonese determined that claims 1-20 were not allowable Thus there 
was no immediate need for withdrawn claims 21-24 to be canceled via examiner's amendment. Therefore claims 21- 
24 remain pending in the instant application.. 
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
